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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 7 August 2008 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 8 August 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102/103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale 
in this country, more than one year prior to the dale i if applicatu in for patent in the I "tilled Stales. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-13 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over RO-1 15,885. 
Applicant's Arguments 

It is argued RO'885 does not anticipate nor rendered obvious the instant 
invention because the instant invention utilizes different starting materials (free fatty 
acids) and RO'885 uses triglycerides which are hydrolyzed then saponified. 
Examiner's Response 

As stated in the previous office action, while there is no teaching of specific 
fatty acids, the vegetable/animal oil used containing said triglycerides also contain the 
recited fatty acid within its structure and would inherent produce the specific fatty 
acid salt claimed. See is pg. 44 of "Bailey's Industrial Oil and Fat Products, Vol. 2, 
Edible Oil and Fat Products: Oils and Oilseeds, 1996" wherein the constituents of 
canola, rapeseed, and soybean contain free fatty acids. 

Therefore these free fatty acids will react with the methanol and sodium 
hydroxide to form the fatty acid salts independent of die triglycerides being 
transesterified and then saponified. 

Also it should be noted the term "comprising" is considered open thereby 
including other steps and ingredients. 
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The following rejection is deemed proper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tins or a foreign couniry or in public use or on sale 
in ibis couniry, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1, 3, 5-6, 1 1-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Rieber et al. (US Pat. 4,235,794). 

US'794 teaches the preparation of medium fatty acid salt wherein the free 
fatty acids are reacted with a metal salt in the presence of a solvent.
